‘It'was her builder's purpese ito de- 
termine whebher ‘marked increase 
in tonnage would be, followed by 
proportionate increase in speed, 
but this purpose was never reallz- 
ed. The wonder ship burned to 
the wator’s edge at therdock in 
New York, immediately prior to 
her -first sailing. Rebultt, revig- 
ged, and reduced in size, she was 
still a switt and majestic * ship, 
but never the marvel she would 
hhave-been had dhe gone to sea as 
Donald “McKay built her. ' 5 
. One'of the most popular of all 
clippers ‘was the Dreadnaught, 
commanded by the redoubtable Capt. 
Samuel Samuels, and -.nicknamed 
“The Wild Boat of the Atlantic.” 
A medium clipper, not particularly 
swift in ight winds, in a gale she 
outstripped every craft in sight. 
She has ‘a record of nine .. days, 
seventeen hours: between Sandy 
Hook: and- Queenstown to‘her cre- 
dit. Most of the clippers made ex- 
traordinary “passages ‘across~ the 
Atlantic, and commonly overlook 
and left ‘far behind them the 
clumsy paddle-wheel steamers of 
the day. Indeed, some thirty years 
passed before the clipper’s per- 
formances were excelled by steam. 

But the inevitable .cccurred; 
and, with the passing of the clip- 
per, the long supremacy of the 
sailing. ship came to a glorious 
end. The clipper’s contribution to 
maritime progress can harily' be 
estimated. She taught pedpie the 
value of speed in transportation; 
she raised the standard of ocean 
travel to a height it-had | never 
known before; she - brought the 
continents into close communica- 
tion; she gave an impetus to com- 
merce, whose rich fruits the world 
is enjoying to-day; and ‘her per- 
sistent competition, so long, suc- 
cessful, forced the steamer to excel 
her, if it . would survive, at-all.
